Along  with  Shaw  Festival,  held  annually  in 
Niagara-on-the-Lalce,  and  the  Welland  Canal,  the  Regional  Municipality  of  Niagara 
receives  up  to  12  million  visitors  each  year. 

Haldimand  County  is  primarily  noted  for  agriculture.  Notable  attractions  in  or  near 
Dunnville  are  the  Buying  Island  Conservation  Area,  James  Allan  Provincial  Park,  the 
Dunnville  Farmer’s  Market,  No.  6  RCAF  Dunnville  Museum  and  the  Muddy  the  Mudcat 
Statue.

This  Report  is  submitted  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  by  the  Chair  of  the  Constitution,  Laws 
and  Jurisprudence  Committee. 

F irst  and  foremost,  I  extend  my  regrets  and  apologies  for  not  being  able  to  present  this  report 
in  person. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Laws  and  Jurisprudence  is  charged  with  the  duty  to 
report  on: 

(a)  All  Notices  of  Motion  to  be  presented  to  Grand  Chapter 

(b)  Applications  for  By-Law  amendments  from  Constitutional  Chapters,  except  those 
dealing  only  with  Fees  and  Dues,  as  to  their  Constitutional  harmony  and  validity;  and

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOLARSHIP  &  BURSARY  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Most  Excellent,  The  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers,  and  Companions  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario . 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

I  would  like  to  express,  on  behalf  of  the  Bursary  Committee,  our  appreciation  for  the 
assistance  we  received  in  performing  our  duties  over  the  last  year. 

With  costs  of  Education  continually  on  the  rise  we  feel  this  is  still  a  necessary  program  to 
support  within  the  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  I  Would  like  to  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  thank  all 
the  Grand  Superintendents  and  their  District  Bursary  Chairman  for  their  continued 
promotion  of  the  program  in  their  respective  Districts. 

Over  the  course  of  this  year,  this  Committee  has  processed  all  submitted  applications  for 
Bursary  assistance.  Although  all  applications  are  handled  in  a  timely  fashion,  issues  still 
persist  with  received  applications  that  are  inadequately  filled  out  by  both  the  students  and  the 
sponsors  which  can  cause  some  delays  in  the  approval  process  while  we  observe  the  rules 
governing  the  application. 

Comparing  the  applications  received  in  the  2017-18  year,  it  was  noted  that  a  considerable 
number  of  these  students  had  not  re-applied  for  the  2018-19  school  year  of  this  Committee. 
This  prompted  a  letterto  be  sent  out  to  all  Grand  Superintendents,  indicating  that  38  students 
( 1  st,  2nd  and  3rd  year)  receiving  funds  from  last  years  Committee  had  not  re-applied  for  the 
year.  All  Grand  Superintendents  were  encouraged  to  remind  the  chapters  of  this  possible 
oversight  of  the  students  or  Companions,  during  any  of  their  visitations.  This  Committee 
again  would  like  to  thank  the  Grand  Superintendents  for  their  efforts  in  bringing  this  number 
down  to  1 4  from  the  3  8  that  had  note  re-applied,  and  further  for  the  time  involved  to  assist  in 
getting  cheques  into  the  hands  of  the  students. 

Again,  this  Committee  would  encourage  Grand  District  Superintendents  to  appoint  a 
District  Bursary  Chairman  if  they  don't  already  have  one,  to  assist  in  the  District  promotion 
of  this  program. 

Areas  for  future  discussions  would  be  the  possible  need  to  properly  clarify  issues 
encountered  this  year  with  the  interpretation  of  the  guidelines  set  out  in  the  Constitution  for 
this  Committee.  Also,  a  dedicated  email  address  may  need  to  be  set  up  for  Bursary 
Committee  Chairman  that  is  easily  transferable  to  future  Chairman.  This  would  alleviate 
applications  being  sent  to  Grand  Chapter,  within  the  December  time  frame  and  forwarded  to 
this  Committee  after  the  January  dead  line. 

This  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  that  48  deserving  students  received  a  total  of  $25, 
900.00.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FRATERNAL  CORRESPONDENCE  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members  of  The  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

To  date,  I  have  received  Grand  Chapter  Proceedings  from  four  jurisdictions  and  one 
letter/report  from  the  Grand  Representatives  to  N ew  Brunswick,  also  included  with  a  copy  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Philippines  proceeding  was  a  letter  from  their  Grand 
Representative  to  our  Grand  Chapter  pledging  to  continue  carrying  out  his  duties  and  of  his 
desire  to  be  in  direct  contact  with  his  counterpart  in  Ontario,  in  addition  I  have  also  pursued 
the  Proceedings  of  3 1  Grand  Chapters  on  their  websites. 

In  my  readings,  I  found  one  common  thread  in  all  jurisdictions  and  that  is  Membership 
Renewal  and  Retention. 

I  have  extrapolated  some  of  what  I  found  interesting  within  the  reports  that  I  have  read  and 
have  addresses  them  by  state  or  jurisdiction. 

Wisconsin-  Comments  from  Charles  M.  Olson,  Jr.,  Grand  High  Priest.  “The  biggest  threat  to 
the  longevity  of  our  Grand  Chapter  continues  to  be  the  recruitment  and  retention  of 
members.  Coupled  with  the  fact  that  over  70%  of  our  Grand  Chapter  members  are  more  than 
70  years  old  we  must  focus  on  membership  now  and  for  the  foreseeable  future.  Each  one  of 
us  must  make  a  concerted  effort  to  recruit  new  members  for  our  symbolic  lodge  and  then 
recruit  that  man  for  Chapter  membership.  We  can  no  longer  sit  back  and  wait  for  potential 
members  to  come  to  us.  We  must  go  and  find  them.  I  call  on  each  of  us  not  only  attend  our 
symbolic  lodge,  but  to  be  active  within  the  lodge.  We  must  set  the  example  for  others  to 
follow.  We  must  be  the  ones  they  wish  to  emulate.  We  must  encourage  their  search  for  further 
light  and  we  must  be  there  to  guide  our  brethren  when  they  choose  to  undertake  that  quest. 
All  our  new  members  can  be  found  in  one  place.  It  is  up  to  us  to  go  and  get  them”. 

Florida-  As  with  other  jurisdictions  they  are  experiencing  a  decline  in  membership,  however, 
the  Fervency  and  Zeal  Program  has  proven  beneficial  in  recruiting  new  members.  So  an 
Executive  Order  was  given  that  all  DDGHPs  (Grand  Superintendents)  become  ex  official 
members  of  the  membership  committees  and  that  they  form  District  Fervency  and  Zeal 
teams  within  their  districts  in  conjunction  with  the  High  Priests  ( 1  st  Principal)  of  said  district 
and  that  they  perform  the  Fervency  and  Zeal  Program  in  each  regular  Craft  Lodge  permitted 
by  the  Worshipful  Master  of  that  Lodge. 

Nevada-  They  have  a  very  interesting  page  on  their  website  entitled  Problems  Listing 
(D,T,R,P)  Legend  Difficulty,  Time,  Resources,  Priority  and  reading  through  it  one  sees  that 
what  they  are  experiencing  appears  to  be  a  very  common  issue  throughout  Masonry. 

I  have  listed  some  of  their  identified  issues  but  not  all  i.e.,  Outside  Competition,  Costs  for 
Membership,  Membership  Issues,  Leadership  Issues  and  others.  These  can  be  viewed  on  the 
following  link.  http://www.vorkritenv.com/home/Strategic-Plan/our-list-of-problems 
New  Hampshire-  From  the  GrandHigh  Priest's  address: 

“This  year  we  got  all  of  the  Chapters  into  the  York  Rite  Information  System  ( YRI S) . 

YRIS  is  a  system  that  the  Grand  Encampment  has  been  using  for  the  last  several  years  for 
membership  tracking  for  Commandery.  They  have  recently  opened  it  up  to  Royal  Arch 
Chapters  and  we  will  be  taking  advantage  of  getting  into  this  system.  This  will  provide 
Secretaries  and  Recorders  a  one  stop  shop  for  maintaining  membership  data  and  hopefully  a 
more  accurate  record  of  how  we  are  doing  on  an  ongoing  basis”. 

It  certainly  would  be  my  recommendation  that  perhaps  our  Grand  Chapter  should  be 
pursuing  this  from  The  Grand  Encampment  in  the  US  to  see  if  it  can  be  adapted  for  our  Grand 
Chapter  and  Concordant  bodies  uses.  (As  a  side  bar,  the  Niagara  Shrine  Club  now  requires  a 
current  Craft  Lodge  dues  card  to  be  shown  prior  to  renewal  of  the  club's  membership.) 
Nebraska-  The  following  is  taken  from  Steven  R.  Barchus,  PGHP  Grand  Chapter  of 
Nebraska-  Chairman  of  Membership. 

“While  there  are  some  things  fantastic  about  membership,  and  having  new  members  come 
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into  an  organization,  there  are  some  things  about  this  report  that  grieve  me.  I  see  new 
members  excited  about  the  degree  work,  and  wanting  to  participate  within  the  local 
Chapters.  They  are  energized  and  want  to  contribute.  They  often  times  take  offices  and  start 
the  journey  up  the  chairs.  If  this  excitement  continues,  then  they  eventually  become  High 
Priest  of  their  respective  Chapters,  and  maybe  into  a  state  leadership  position.  That  being 
said,  there  are  many  of  you  who  are  so  apathetic  about  York  Rite  and  Masonry  in  general  that 
you  and  the  members  of  your  respective  lodges  and  chapters  do  nothing.  You  watch  year  by 
year  as  your  members  die  off  and  do  nothing.  You  may  come  to  the  Grand  sessions  of  these 
groups,  and  want  to  vote  on  legislation,  but  are  you  even  worthy?  When  was  the  last  time  you 
or  any  members  of  your  Chapter  brought  someone  into  Lodge  or  Chapter?  For  about  half  of 
our  Chapters  in  the  great  state  of  Nebraska  it  would  be  none  for  the  past  1 0  years. 

This  is  disgraceful.  In  the  last  10  years  we  have  not  replaced  our  dying  members,  we  have  not 
even  replaced  our  suspensions.  When  you  add  this  up  we  see  a  continuing  downward  spiral. 
There  are  some  Chapters  that  do  degree  work  on  a  regular  basis  and  for  this  I  applaud  you. 
But  even  these  Chapters  do  not  have  positive  growth.  We  need  to  retain  what  we  have,  and 
replace  the  ones  that  die  plus  a  few.  It  would  be  wonderful  if  every  member  replaced  himself 
in  the  year  to  come.  I  know  that  though  this  is  not  too  much  to  ask  that  this  will  not  happen. 
So,  here  is  the  challenge.  Each  Chapter  should  bring  in  5  new  members.  This  should  not  be 
hard.  We  need  you  to  bring  5  new  members  to  your  lodge,  and  then  bring  them  into  Chapter. 
In  2002,  we  had  over  1 800  members  in  the  state.  Today  we  have  939  members  in  the  state.  It 
does  not  take  a  rocket  scientist  to  see  what  is  going  to  happen  if  we  do  not  get  busy  on 
membership.  While  things  like  Shrine  Clubs  are  fun,  and  a  great  thing  to  have  access  to,  1 
would  hate  to  see  our  organization  diminished  to  the  point  of  being  nothing  more  than  a  small 
club  that  you  can  join  to  possibly  learn  something  about  York  Rite  ritual.  Let's  not  become  a 
footnote  in  the  history  of  masonry  in  the  state  of  Nebraska.  To  do  this,  we  need  to  work 
together.  If  you  have  candidates  and  need  help,  ask.  If  you  do  not  know  how  to  get  members 
ask  for  help.  If  you  do  not  want  help,  and  refuse  to  do  it  on  your  own  let  us  know.  I  am  sure  we 
can  arrange  for  you  to  become  a  footnote  in  the  minutes  of  Grand  York  Rite  in  Nebraska.  It  is 
time  to  get  back  to  work  gentleman,  or  shut  the  light  off  and  stop  pretending  that  you  care 
about  this  great  organization”. 

Although  terse  in  some  circumstances  and  directed  to  the  companions  of  Nebraska  I  think  we 
should  all  take  to  heart  the  message  contained  within. 

Companions,  I  am  going  to  close  off  my  report  with  the  following  comments  submitted  by 
Tony  Bizakis  MEGHP  of  South  Carolina  in  his  Annual  Report. 

“One  of  my  focuses  throughout  the  year  has  been  to  study  the  numbers  driving  our 
membership  loss  and  to  find  a  means  of  stopping  the  trend.  1  spoke  of  these  numbers  during 
my  visits.  If  you  recall,  retention  was  a  key  issue.  More  especially  the  significance  of  new 
member  loss.  I  talked  about  members  with  less  than  10  years  tenure  accounting  for  67%  of 
our  NPDs.  Can  it  be  that  we  were  not  what  these  men  were  looking  for?  I  tend  to  favor  “not”. 
The  disconnect  is  common  and  is  challenging  businesses  and  organizations  alike. 
Companions,  we  are  experiencing  what  is  called  a  generational  shift.  The  Men  we  seek  to 
carry  that  baton  though  the  next  50  years  are  between  the  ages  of  22  and  38  and  are  identified 
as  Millennials.  And  they  are  looking  for  organizations  that  suit  their  needs.  These  needs 
differ  from  the  preceding  generations.  Digital  technology,  E-learning,  an  opportunity  to 
collaborate  and  a  strong  sense  of  Mission  and  Values  are  a  few  of  the  aspects  that  are 
necessary  to  retain  their  interest.  We  must  insure  that  their  need  is  satisfied. 

The  good  news  is  that  we  are  strong  with  Mission  and  Values.  What  remains  is  simply  to 
satisfy  a  preference  of  communication  and  a  desire  to  be  engaged.  Let's  start  with 
communication.  Can  it  be  that  we  are  not  communicating  in  a  method  intelligible  to  these 
younger  Brethren?  I  have  a  lot  of  experience  in  communication  breakdown.  It  is  frustrating 
and  often  unnoticed.  What  we  know  as  reliable,  may  not  be  enough.  We  must  strive  to  stand 
on  their  level,  particularly  on  their  social  level.  Society  is  changing.  I  have  co-workers  that 
never  wrote  a  cheque.  They  never  had  a  home  phone.  These  young  men  have  found 
convenience  in  technology  and  in  like  manner  we  must  conform  or  lose  the  opportunity  of 
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their  membership.  And  these  young  men  want  to  be  involved  immediately.  Patience  is  not 
their  virtue,  it  may  not  even  be  in  their  vocabulary.  Give  them  responsibilities  and  tasks  or 
they  will  go  elsewhere  in  search  of  the  same.  I  am  asking  that  you  give  this  some  thought.  The 
future  is  now.  The  numbers  I  have  been  tracking  has  also  yielded  good  news,  from  the  year 
end  totals  we  showed  a  significant  improvement.  Our  net  loss  last  year  was  1 7%  smaller  than 
those  in  2017. 1  would  like  to  thank  all  Companions  for  a  job  well  done.  And  when  we  stop 
the  newer  members  from  dropping,  we  will  begin  to  see  growth  instead  of  decline”.

REPORT  OF  THE  INVESTMENT  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

Parameters: 

The  Investment  Committee  has  the  responsibility  of  monitoring  the  three  portfolios  held  by 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  on  behalf  of 
the  members  in  accordance  with  the  Investment  Policy  approved  by  the  Board  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  on  April  16,  2015.  These  funds  include  the  General  Fund  (Schedule  B),  Medical 
Research  Fund  (Schedule  C)  and  Scholarship  &  Bursary  Fund  (Schedule  D).  The  funds  are 
currently  managed  through  the  investment  firm  of  RBC  Dominion  Securities  (Sarnia). 


Rate  of  Return: 

On  average,  for  the  twelve  (12)  months  ended  February  28th,  20 1 9,  the  funds  as  a  whole  had 
a  rate  of  return  of  4. 14%,  which  is  and  increase  to  that  of  the  previous  year.  It  should  be  noted 
that  these  figures  include  bequeaths  to  the  Grand  Chapter  Scholarship  &  Bursary  Fund 
($17,958.45)  and  the  Grand  Chapter  Medical  Research  Fund  ($17,958.44)  received  from 
Grand  Scribe  Ezra.  In  addition,  withdrawals  of  $12,500  from  the  Scholarship  &  Bursary 
Investments  to  the  Grand  Chapter  Scholarship  &  Bursary  Fund  and  $28,000.00  from  the 
Medical  Research  Investments  to  the  Grand  Chapter  Medical  Research  Fund  to  meet  their 
grant  requests. 

As  of  February  28th,  2019,  our  investment  advisor,  RBC  Dominion  Securities,  has 
established  new  positions  by  transitioning  from  holdings  with  weaker  performance  trends, 
while  maintaining  the  low-risk  composition  of  the  funds. 

While  this  appears  to  show  losses  and  gains  within  the  categories,  the  overall  impact  is  a  net 
zero  across  the  portfolio. 

Market  Valuation: 

Markets  experienced  relatively  slow  positive  growth  over  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  and 
have  shown  good  recovery  of  the  losses  in  the  second  half  of  the  year  leading  up  to  end  of 
2018.  The  portfolios  have  come  through  an  incredibly  difficult  201 8,  and  one  of  worst  fourth 
quarters  on  record,  incredibly  well.

On  an  annualized  compound  basis,  the  portfolios  have  now  grown  at  a  pace  of  7. 1 1  %  over 
the  trailing  three-year  period.  Over  the  last  12  months,  the  portfolio  is  up  4.9%.  On  a  YTD 
basis,  the  investments  are  up  7.02%.  Over  the  past  six  months  (which  are  heavily  influenced 
by  the  4th  quarter),  we  are  up  1 .82%. 

Summary: 

Markets  at  this  time  are  still  experiencing  some  minor  volatility.  Our  investment  advisor, 
RBC  Dominion  Securities,  and  the  investment  committee  believe  that  the  long  term 
investment  strategy  should  continue  to  maintain  a  focus  on  core  investment  values  and  not 
react  to  short  term  volatility.  Therefore,  the  committee  will  continue  this  approach  and 
monitor  the  performance  of  the  funds  (and  the  advice  of  the  investment  advisors)  with  the 
goal  of  improving  the  performance  of  the  funds  over  the  long  term.

REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  TREASURER 


To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  F  irst  Principal,  Officers  and  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

On  behalf  of  M  Ex  Comp  Richard  Jackson,  I  would  like  to  thank  both  R  Ex  Comp  George 
Fairbaim  and  V  Ex  Comp  George  Puccia  for  their  work  as  chair  of  the  Finance  Committee 
and  Investment  Committee  respectively  over  the  past  year.  These  are  critical  positions  in 
any  organization  and  they  have  carried  out  their  duties  to  a  high  and  professional  standard. 

From  the  standpoint  of  the  Grand  Chapter's  operational  activities,  and  adjusted  for  the 
unbudgeted  gains  or  losses  on  investments,  2019  was  a  breakeven  year  where  revenues 
broadly  equaled  expenses.  This  was  lower  than  that  of  20 1 8  but  higher  than  the  budget  set 
for  2019.  This  was  due  to  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  our  professional  (audit)  fees  and  the  fact 
that  we  are  now  paying  for  our  own  insurance.  This  added  about  $4,300  in  direct  cost  to  the 
20 1 9  actual  numbers.  When  the  2019  budget  was  prepared,  we  did  not  have  a  quote  on  the 
insurance  we  would  now  be  paying  and  consequently  budgeted  a  lower  amount  than  what 
was  eventually  charged.  For  our  2020  budget,  we  have  estimated  that  our  insurance  will 
cost  us  some  $6,000,  fully  double  than  that  experienced  in  2018. 

The  overall  loss  was  slightly  offset  by  an  increase  in  per  capita  dues  and  interest  income  that 
exceeded  both  20 1 8  and  the  budgeted  amount  for  2019.  Adding  in  our  realized  loss  on  sale 
of  investments,  we  experienced  an  overall  loss  of  $8,400. 

On  the  expense  side,  other  than  insurance  and  audit  fees,  costs  are  largely  in  line  with  those  of 
our  2019  budget  and  2018  actual  costs.  In  line  with  that  of  2019,  we  have  included  a  small 
amount  in  the  2020  budget  to  set  aside  monies  for  a  new  promotional  video  in  the  future.  The 
budget  for  2020  is  not  significantly  different  than  that  of  this  year  and  the  expected  excess  of 
expenses  over  revenue  will  be  about  $7,000.  Variables  that  can  affect  this  number  are  the 
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decline  in  per  capita  dues,  the  sale  of  investments,  anticipated  regalia  costs  and  the  sales  of 
any  publications  and  related  products  that  are  difficult  to  predict  and  require  an  estimate 
based  on  both  predictions  and  past  results. 

And  though  we  cannot  predict  which  investments  will  be  sold  during  the  year,  we  can  predict 
an  estimate  of  our  interest  and  dividend  income  for  the  upcoming  year,  and  in  that  regard,  we 
rely  on  our  investment  broker,  RBC  to  offer  an  opinion  on  the  amounts  that  will  be 
generated.  This  amount  is  expected  to  be  generally  the  same  as  that  experienced  over  the 
past  two  years. 

As  noted  in  my  report  of  last  year,  we  were  not  anticipating  a  large  growth  in  our  investments 
over  the  past  year.  However,  to  the  end  of  February,  we  were  fortunate  to  have  made  gains  in 
each  of  our  three  funds,  the  Medical,  the  Scholarship  and  the  General,  though  these  gains 
were  modest.  This  is  actually  good  news  because,  as  was  reported  by  Comp  Herb  Koch  of 
the  Investment  Committee,  the  fourth  quarter  of  20 1 8  was  particularly  difficult. 

The  concerning  news  is  that  though  our  investments  are  of  top-grade  quality,  we  have 
exposure  to  the  possibility  of  higher  market  interest  rates  and  the  effect  this  can  have  on  the 
financial  markets  in  which  we  are  based;  the  good  news  is  that  the  expected  increases  in 
interest  rates  from  both  the  Bank  of  Canada  and  the  US  Federal  Reserve  lai'gely  did  not 
materialize  and  with  an  election  coming  in  the  fall,  they  are  not  expected  to  rise  dramatically 
at  least  until  the  new  year. 

To  conclude,  as  in  the  past,  we  can  take  heart  in  the  stability  of  our  investments,  but  this  is  an 
area  that  we  can  only  control  indirectly.  The  maj  or  growth  in  this  area  was  in  the  past  and  we 
have  moved  into  an  era  where  management  of  the  asset  base  is  of  critical  importance.  In  the 
future,  this  will  be  essential  to  offset  the  decline  in  dues  revenue  and  the  increase  in  our 
annual  operational  costs. 

With  good  management  and  a  little  good  fortune,  we  can  expect  to  meet  out  targets.

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NOTES  TO  THE  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

1)  NATURE  OF  OPERATIONS 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  is  a  not  for 
profit  organization  which  selves  as  the  central  body  for  Masonic  Chapters  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario. 

2)  SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  follows  the 
Canadian  accounting  standards  for  not  for  profit  organizations  in  preparing  its  financial 
statements.  The  significant  account  policies  used  are  as  follows: 

Inventories 

Inventories  of  supplies  for  sale  and  for  use  are  valued  at  cost 


CapitalAssets 

Capital  assets  are  stated  at  acquisition  cost.  New  additions  are  not  amortized  in  accordance 
with  Canadian  generally  accepted  accounting  principals  but  are  charged  to  expenditure  in 
the  year  of  acquisition.  The  cost  of  additions  is  then  added  to  the  accumulated  cost  of  fixed 
assets  in  the  records  and  to  accumulated  amortization. 

Revenue  Recognition 

The  organization  follows  the  deferral  method  of  accounting  for  contributions  whereby 
restricted  contributions  are  recognized  as  revenue  in  the  year  in  which  the  related  expenses 
are  incurred.  Revenue  from  operations  is  recognized  at  the  time  goods  are  shipped  or 
services  are  supplied  to  members. 

Interest  and  dividend  income,  and  realized  investment  gains  and  losses  on  sales  of 
investments,  are  recognized  at  fair  value  and  are  recorded  in  the  statement  of  operations. 

Income  tax  status 

The  organization  qualifies  as  a  not  for  profit  entity  and  is  exempt  from  income  tax  under  the 
Income  Tax  Act. 

Impairment 

Financial  assets  measured  at  cost  are  tested  for  impairment  when  there  are  indicators  of 
impairment.  If  the  value  is  determined  to  be  unpaired,  the  amount  of  the  write-down  is 
recognized  in  the  net  income. 

Impairment  of  long-lived  assets 

Long-lived  assets  are  tested  for  impairment  whenever  events  ar  changes  in  circumstances 
indicate  that  the  carrying  may  be  recoverable.  An  impairment  loss  is  recognized  when  the 
carrying  amount  of  the  assets  exceeds  the  sum  of  the  undiscounted  cash  flows  resulting  from 
its  use  and  eventual  disposition.  If  the  value  is  determined  to  be  impaired,  the  impairment 
loss  is  measured  as  the  amount  by  which  the  carrying  amount  of  the  long-lived  asset  exceed 
its  fair  value. 

Measurement  uncertainty 

The  preparation  of  financial  statements  in  accordance  with  Canadian  accounting  standards 
for  not-for-profit  organizations  requires  management  to  make  estimates  and  assumptions 
that  affect  the  reported  amounts  of  assets  and  liabilities  and  contingent  assets  and  liabilities  at 
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the  date  of  the  financial  statements  and  the  reported  amount  of  revenues  and  expenses  during 
the  reported  period.  Estimates  are  based  on  the  best  information  available  at  the  time  of 
preparation  of  the  financial  statements  and  are  reviewed  annually  to  reflect  new  information 
as  it  becomes  available.  Measurement  uncertainty  exists  in  these  financial  statements.  Actual 
results  could  dilfer  from  these  estimates. 

Financial  instruments 

The  Organization  initially  measures  its  financial  assets  and  financial  liabilities  at  fair  value. 
The  Organization  subsequently  measures  all  its  financial  assets  and  financial  liabilities  at 
amortized  cost  except  for  investments  in  equity  instruments  that  are  quoted  in  an  active 
market,  which  are  measured  at  fair  value.  Changes  in  fair  value  are  recognized  in  the 
statement  of  operations . 

Financial  assets  measured  at  amortized  cost  include  cash,  accounts  receivable,  inventory  and 
prepaid  expenses.  Financial  liabilities  measured  at  amortized  cost  include  accounts  payable 
and  accrued  liabilities  and  deferred  revenue. 

Portfolio  Investments  are  placed  in  well  capitalized,  high  quality  corporate  and  government 
securities.  The  financial  risk  is  the  risk  to  the  Organization’s  earnings  from  fluctuations  in 
interest  rates  and  the  degree  of  volatility  of  these  rates.  The  Organization  does  not  use 
derivative  instruments  to  reduce  its  exposed  risk.

4)  INVESTMENTS 

The  investments  are  reported  at  fair  market  value  (less  accrued  interest,  which  is  shown 
separately).  The  actual  book  value  (cost  based)  was  $596,360  (20 17-  $592,835). 

5)  RESTRICTED  ASSETS 

The  net  assets  restricted  for  Commuted  membership  represents  funds  that  have  accumulated 
with  respect  to  lifetime  membership  payments.  Some  chapter  members  have  lump  sum 
payments  to  satisfy  future  membership  obligations.  These  net  assets  are  subject  to  internally 
imposed  restrictions  stipulating  that  the  resources  be  maintained  to  provide  annualized 
returns  intended  to  compensate  the  organization  for  the  costs  of  servicing  these  members. 

The  net  assets  restricted  for  Victory  Thanksgiving  Benevolence  are  internally  restricted  for 
purposes  of  providing  welfare  assistance  to  companions  ant  their  families  in  need.  These 
amounts  are  not  available  for  other  purposes  without  the  approval  of  the  membership . 

6)  RELATED  ENTITIES 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  (The  Grand 
Chapter)  exercises  significant  influence  over  the  Grand  Chapter  -  Scholarship  and  Bursary 
Fund  and  the  Grand  Chapter  -  Medical  Research  Fund.  The  Grand  Chapter  annually  appoints 
the  board  of  directors  for  both  organizations.  Both  related  entities  are  registered  charities 
under  the  income  tax  act. 

The  Scholarship  and  Bursary  Fund  was  established  to  provide  assistance  to  Royal  Arch 
Masons,  dependants  of  members,  widows  and  orphans  of  members  to  complete  their 
education  at  Universities,  Community  or  Technical  Colleges.  The  Medical  Research  Fund 
was  established  to  provide  funds  for  medical  research  upon  receiving  a  valid  request  for 
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assistance.  Neither  the  Scholarship  and  Bursary  Fund  not  the  Medical  Research  Fund  have 
been  consolidated  in  The  Grand  Chapter  financial  statements . 


7)  FINANCIAL  INSTRUMENTS 

The  organization  is  exposed  to  various  risks  through  its  financial  instruments,  which  consist 
of  cash  and  cash  equivalents,  account  receivables,  account  payables,  accrued  liabilities  and 
portfolio  investments. 

Included  in  investments  are  shares  in  York  Masonic  Temple  Limited,  received  as  part  of  the 
dissolution  of  a  particular  chapter.  These  shares  are  recorded  in  the  books  at  a  nominal  value 
of$l  per  share. 

Credit  risk 

The  organization  is  exposed  to  credit  risk  with  respect  to  marketable  investments  and 
accounts  receivable.  The  Organization  assesses,  on  a  continuous  basis,  accounts  receivable 
an  the  basis  of  amounts  it  is  virtually  certain  to  receive.  The  credit  risk  with  respect  to 
marketable  securities  is  insignificant  since  they  are  held  in  large  financial  institutions.  The 
Organization  has  no  significant  concerns  of  credit  risk. 

Liquidity  risk 

Liquidity  risk  is  the  risk  of  being  unable  to  meet  cash  requirements  or  to  fund  obligations  as 
they  become  due.  Trade  accounts  payable  and  accrued  liabilities  are  generally  repaid  within 
30  days. 

Interest  rate  risk 

The  Organization  is  exposed  to  interest  rate  and  other  market  risks  from  its  investment 
portfolio.  Interest  rate  risk  refers  to  the  adverse  consequences  of  interest  rate  changes.  The 
Organization  has  investments  in  mutual  Hinds  and  interest  yielding  bonds  which  are  subject 
to  this  risk.  The  value  of  fixed  rate  instruments  will  generally  rise  if  interest  rates  fall  and  fall 
if interest  rates  rise. 

Other  price  risk 

Portfolio  investments  are  placed  in  well  capitalized,  high  quality  corporate  and  government 
securities.  The  Organization  does  not  use  derivative  instruments  to  reduce  its  exposure  to 
interest  and  foreign  currency  risk.  The  Organization  has  no  significant  concentrations  of 
credit  risk.  The  fair  values  of  cash,  receivables,  and  payables  are  assumed  to  approximate 
their  carrying  amounts  because  of  their  short  term  maturity.  The  fair  values  of  investments 
are  assumed  to  approximate  quoted  market  values. 

It  is  managements  opinion  that  the  Organization  is  not  exposed  to  significant  risk  arising 
from  these  financial  instruments.

1)  NATURE  OF  OPERATIONS 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  -  The 
Scholarship  and  Bursary  Fund  is  a  registered  Charity  in  Ontario.  The  object  of  the 
Organization  is  to  provide  assistance  in  the  form  of  Bursaries  to  Royal  Arch  Masons’ 
dependants  of  members,  widows  and  orphans  of  members  to  complete  their  education  at 
universities,  community  or  technical  colleges.

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NOTES  TO  THE  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 


1)  NATURE  OF  OPERATIONS 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  -  The 
Medical  Research  Fund  (Release  a  Miracle)  is  a  registered  Charity  in  Ontario.  The  object  of 
the  Organization  is  to  provide  Hinds  for  medical  research  upon  receiving  a  valid  request  for 
assistance. 


2)  SUMMARYOFSIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  -  Medical 
Research  Fund  follows  the  Canadian  accounting  standards  for  not  for  profit  organizations  in 
preparing  its  financial  statements.  The  significant  account  policies  used  are  as  follows: 

Revenue  Recognition 

The  organization  follows  the  deferral  method  of  accounting  for  contributions  whereby 
restricted  contributions  are  recognized  as  revenue  in  the  year  in  which  the  related  expenses 
are  incurred. 

Interest  and  dividend  income,  and  realized  investment  gains  and  losses  on  sales  of 
investments,  are  recognized  as  revenue  when  they  are  earned.  Unrealized  gains  and  losses  on 
investments  are  measured  at  fair  value  and  are  recorded  in  the  statement  of  operations. 

Income  tax  status 

The  organization  qualifies  as  a  not  for  profit  entity  and  is  exempt  from  income  tax  under  the 
Income  Tax  Act. 

Measurement  uncertainty 

The  preparation  of  financial  statements  in  accordance  with  Canadian  accounting  standards 
for  not-for-profit  organizations  requires  management  to  make  estimates  and  assumptions 
that  affect  the  reported  amounts  of  assets  and  liabilities  and  disclosure  of  contingent  assets 
and  liabilities  at  the  date  of  the  financial  statements  and  the  reported  amount  of  revenues  and 
expenses  during  the  reported  period. 

Estimates  are  based  on  the  best  information  available  at  the  time  of  preparation  of  the 
financial  statements  and  are  reviewed  annually  to  reflect  new  information  as  it  becomes 
available.  Measurement  uncertainty  exists  in  these  financial  statements.  Actual  results  could 
differ  from  these  estimates. 

Impairment 

Financial  assets  measured  at  cost  are  tested  for  impairment  when  there  are  indicators  of 
impairment.  If  the  value  is  determined  to  be  impaired,  the  amount  of  the  write-down  is 
recognized  an  net  income 

Impairment  of  long-lived  assets 

Long-lived  assets  are  tested  for  impairment  whenever  events  are  changes  in  circumstances 
indicate  that  the  carrying  may  be  recoverable.  An  impairment  loss  is  recognized  when  the 
carrying  amount  of  the  assets  exceeds  the  sum  of  the  undiscounted  cash  flows  resulting  from 
its  use  and  eventual  disposition.  If  the  value  is  determined  to  be  impaired,  the  impairment 
loss  is  measured  as  the  amount  by  which  the  carrying  amount  of  the  long-lived  asset  exceed 
its  fair  value. 

Financial  instruments 

The  Organization  initially  measures  its  financial  assets  and  financial  liabilities  at  fair 
value.  The  Organization  subsequently  measures  all  its  financial  assets  and  financial 
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liabilities  at  amortized  cost  except  for  investments  in  equity  instruments  that  are  quoted 
in  an  active  market,  which  are  measured  at  fair  value.  Changes  in  fair  value  are 
recognized  in  the  statement  of  operations. 

Financial  assets  measured  at  amortized  cost  include  cash,  accounts  receivable,  inventory 
and  prepaid  expenses.  Financial  liabilities  measured  at  amortized  cost  include  accounts 
payable  and  accrued  liabilities  and  deferred  revenue. 

Portfolio  Investments  are  placed  in  well  capitalized,  high  quality  corporate  and  government 
securities.  The  financial  risk  is  the  risk  to  the  Organization’s  earnings  from  fluctuations  in 
interest  rates  and  the  degree  of  volatility  of  these  rates.  The  Organization  does  not  use 
derivative  instruments  to  reduce  its  exposed  risk, 

3)  INVESTMENTS 

The  investments  are  reported  at  fair  market  value  (less  accrued  interest,  which  is  shown 
separately).  The  actual  book  value  (cost  based)  was  $876,41 1  (2017  -  $838,230). 

4)  RESTRICTED  ASSETS 

The  net  assets  restricted  for  Scholarship  and  Bursaries  are  externally  restricted  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  educational  assistance.  These  amounts  are  not  available  for  other 
purposes  without  the  approval  of  the  membership. 

5)  FINANCIAL  INSTRUMENTS 

The  organization  is  exposed  to  various  risks  through  its  financial  instruments,  which  consist 
of  cash  and  cash  equivalents,  account  receivables,  account  payables,  accrued  liabilities  and 
portfolio  investments. 

Interest  rate  risk 

The  Organization  is  exposed  to  interest  rate  and  other  market  risks  from  its  investment 
portfolio.  Interest  rate  risk  refers  to  the  adverse  consequences  of  interest  rate  changes.  The 
Organization  has  investments  in  mutual  funds  and  interest  yielding  bonds  which  are  subject 
to  this  risk.  The  value  of  fixed  rate  instruments  will  generally  rise  if  interest  rates  fall  and  fall 
if interest  rates  rise. 

Other  price  risk 

Portfolio  investments  are  placed  in  well  capitalized,  high  quality  corporate  and  government 
securities.  The  Organization  does  not  use  derivative  instruments  to  reduce  its  exposure  to 
interest  and  foreign  currency  risk.  The  Organization  has  no  significant  concentrations  of 
credit  risk.  The  fair  values  of  cash  and  payables  are  assumed  to  approximate  their  carrying 
amounts  because  of  their  short  term  maturity.  The  fair  values  of  investments  are  assumed  to 
approximate  quoted  market  values. 

It  is  managements  opinion  that  the  Organization  is  not  exposed  to  significant  risk  arising 
from  these  financial  instruments. 

6)  COMPARATIVE  FIGURES 

Certain  of  the  priors  year’s  figures  have  been  reclassified  to  conform  to  the  current  year’s 
presentation.

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

The  main  responsibilities  of  the  Finance  Committee  are  as  follows: 

-  establish  the  Budget  based  on  past  year's  financial  statements  of  income  and  expenses, 
as  well  as  monitor  all  major  variances  between  the  actual  and  budgeted  income  and 
expenses. 

-  to  provide  bi-annual  status  reports  to  the  Grand  Executive  Committee  together  with  an 
annual  report  of  activities  of  the  Committee  for  the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
Convocation,. 

2019  Actual  versus  Budget 

-Actual  revenue  was  $112,552  Versus  Budget  of  $113,326.  Total  Expenses  of  $120,984 
Versus  Budget  of  $123,000.  Net  (Loss)  was  ($8,432).  Versus  Budget  of  Net  Loss  of 
($9,674).

MOTIONS  TO  AMEND  THE  CONSTITUTION 


Coat  of  Arms  of  Grand  Chapter 

The  following  is  the  Coat  of  Arms  as  hitherto  adopted  by  Grand  Chapter.  The  Coat  of  Arms 
of  Grand  Chapter  Consists  of:  Anns:  Per  pale,  dexter  per  fess  Gules  and  Argent,  in  chief  on  a 
chevron  between  three  Castles  Argent  a  pair  of  Compasses  extended  Stable,  in  base  a  Beaver 
proper;  sinister  quarterly  Azure  and  Or,  a  Cross  quarterly  Argent  and  Vert,  between  in  the  first 
quarter  a  Lion  rampant  Or,  in  the  second  an  Ox  passant  Sable,  in  the  third  a  Man  with  hands 
elevated  proper,  vested  Vert,  the  robe  Crimson  lined  with  Ermine,  and  in  the  fourth  and 
Eagle,  displayed  also  Or;  the  dexter  side  of  the  shield  is  formed  by  an  ear  of  com  (wheat),  the 
sinister  by  an  olive  branch  (sprig  of  acacia) . 

Crest:  A  representation  of  an  Ark,  supported  on  either  side  by  a  Cherub  proper,  with  the 
inscription  over  in  Hebrew  Characters,  “Holiness  to  the  Lord.” 

Supporters:  On  either  side  a  Cherub  proper. 

Motto:  Audi,  Vide,  Tace. 
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Use:  The  use  of  the  Coat  of  Arms  of  The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in 
the  Province  of  Ontario  is  restricted  to  the  “current”  Grand  Council  9ie.  Grand  First,  Grand 
Second  and  Grand  Third  Principals),  all  Past  Grand  First  Principals  and  to  the  Grand  Scribe 
Ezra  when  performing  any  duties  on  behalf  of  any  of  the  foregoing  authorized  users. 

Chapter  Meetings 

8 1  (b)  A  quorum  shall  consist  of  Seven  Royal  Arch  Masons  who  are  members  of  the  Chapter. 
Without  such  quorum  being  present,  no  Chapter  of  Lodge  can  be  opened,  no  business  will  be 
transacted  and  no  degrees  can  be  conferred  unless  Nine  Royal  Arch  Masons  are  present. 


REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  HISTORIAN 

To  The  most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  The  Most  Worshipful  The  Grand  Master, 
Distinguished  East,  Officers,  and  Companions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions, 

There  have  been  many  occasions  when  discussions  regarding  the  formation  on  the  Capitular 
Degrees  in  present  use  have  resulted  in  curious  results.  Reviewing  the  history  that  is 
available  to  us  now  has  given  some  insight  into  the  progression  of  the  degrees  in  Craft 
Lodges  and  the  later  Chapters.  The  history  is  fragmented  because  early  Masonry,  pre  1700 
AD,  did  not  document  their  ritual  activities,  only  the  Constitutions  upon  which  they  were 
organized. 

However,  since  the  early  1 700's  we  have  soin^  recorded  history  that  puts  some  light  on  the 
degree  progression  as  indicated  in  this  report. 

The  Royal  Arch  Degree  has  been  worked  in  Ireland,  Scotland  and  England  since  1720/30.  In 
the  mid  1 700's  Royal  Arch  Masons  assembled  at  York  were  termed  “Excellent  Masons”.  In 
Scotland,  around  the  same  time  and  found  in  Lodge  Minutes,  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  were 
called  Excellent  &  Super  Excellent  Masons,  suggesting  that  the  degree  had  been  in  existence 
for  some  time. 

The  legend,  from  which  the  Royal  Arch  ritual  was  formed,  is  different  in  Ireland  than 
England,  Scotland  and  Canada  while  America  has  adopted  the  English  ritual  with  the  Irish 
Principal's  designation.  The  Irish  Ritual  is  based  on  the  repairing  of  the  Temple  whereas  the 
English  ritual  is  based  on  the  rebuilding  of  the  Temple. 

The  repair  of  the  Temple  took  place  in  approximately  638  BC  by  Hilkiah,  the  High  Priest, 
King  Josiah,  and  Shaphan,  the  Scribe  after  the  Temple  was  ransacked  by  Egypt. 

The  rebuilding  of  the  Temple  took  place  in  approximately  538  BC  by  Prince  Zerubbabel, 
Haggai  the  Prophet  and  Joshua  the  Priest  after  the  Temple  was  destroyed  by  Babylon. 

The  first  Grand  Chapter  was  formed  in  1764  in  London  but  there  is  no  mention  of  other 
degrees  being  associated  with  the  Royal  Arch  Degree.  This  degree  was  to  be  conferred  on 
Masons  who  had  “Passed  the  Chair”  which,  today,  would  indicate  a  Past  Master.  This 
requirement  was  modified  in  some  Chapters  to  confer  a  Past  Virtual  Master  Degree  on 
Masons  who  were  not  Past  Masters  but  were  Mark  Master  Masons.  This  situation  continued 
until  1 826  under  the  English  Constitution  but  has  continued  to  this  day  under  the  American 
Constitution  since  1738. 
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The  Mark  degrees  were  at  one  time  part  of  the  Craft  Lodge  but  later  became  a  Mark  Rite  on 
its  own.  There  was  the  Mark  Man  as  part  of  the  Fellowcraft  Degree  and  the  Mark  Master  as 
part  of  the  Master  Mason  Degree.  By  the  late  1700's  the  Mark  Degrees  were  considered  side 
degrees  conferred  on  Master  Masons  as  an  option.  It  has  been  shown  that  Fellow  Craft  in 
Scotland  had  to  register  his  Mark  as  early  as  1598. There  has  been  no  mention  of  the  Virtual 
Past  Master  Degree  until  around  1738  or  the  Most  Excellent  Master  Degree  until  1797.  As 
we  know,  the  1813  formation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  recognized  only  the  Entered 
Apprentice,  the  F ellow  Craft  and  the  Master  Mason,  including  the  Holy  Royal  Arch. 

The  Most  Excellent  Master's  Degree  originated  in  Temple  Lodge,  Albany,  NY  in  1797  by 
Thomas  Smith  Webb  who  has  been  credited  with  the  development  of  Capitular  Masonry 
known  today  in  the  USA. 

The  development  of  the  Capitular  Degrees  in  Canada  begins  when  a  warrant  was  issued  in 
1795  to  St.  John's  Royal  Arch  Lodge  No.  16  at  Kingston  which  became  a  Chapter  in  1801. 
Until  this  date  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  was  conducted  only  on  Master  Masons  who  had 
passed  the  chair.  This  arrangement  continued  until  1803,  when  the  Chapter  adopted  the 
American  system  of  degrees.  The  Mark,  the  Past  Master  and  the  MEM  degree  being 
intermediate  degrees,  not  necessary  for  exaltation  to  the  Royal  Arch.  The  Mark  Degree  was 
not  conferred  untill  8 18,  after  the  formation  of  the  first  Provincial  Grand  Chapter  in  1818 
while  the  Past  Master's  Degree  was  conducted  in  the  Craft  Lodge  only  until  1813  when  the 
Charter  was  changed  to  allowing  Master  Masons  with  a  minimum  12  months  service  to  be 
eligible  for  the  Chapter  Degrees .  The  MEM  degree  was  not  being  conferred  until  1801. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  Chapter  structure  until  1857  with  the  formation  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Canada.  The  major  change  was  adopting  the  English  designation  of  the  three 
principals  but  retaining  the  American  ritual  degrees.  Our  history  since  then  has  been  well 
documented.

REPORT  OF  THE  BENEVOLENCE  COMMITTEE 

To  The  most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers,  and  Companions  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

The  Committee  on  Benevolence  has  the  primary  mandate  of  offering  assistance  to  Royal 
Arch  Masons  who  are  in  need.  Applications  are  received  from  chapters  through  their 
respective  Grand  Superintendents  and  the  Grand  Scribe  Ezra.  If  both  officers  feel  there  is  a 
legitimate  need,  the  application  is  forwarded  to  the  Committee  on  Benevolence  for 
consideration  and  assessment. 

The  Committee  received  two  requests  for  benevolence  in  the  twelve  months  preceding  this 
Convocation. 

The  first  request  was  made  on  behalf  of  a  Companion  in  Distinct  12.  As  circumstances 
dictated  that  immediate  assistance  was  necessaiy,  the  application  was  approved  under  the 
provisions  for  “urgent  necessity”  provided  by  the  Constitution.  That  is,  the  request  was 
approved  with  the  consent  of  the  Grand  First  Principal  and  the  President  of  the  Grand 
Executive  Committee  for  immediate  dispersal.  $1000  was  provided  to  the  Companion  in 
need.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  MEDICAL  RESEARCH  FUND 
RELEASE  A  MIRACLE 

To  The  most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  The  Most  Worshipful  The  Grand 
Master,  Distinguished  East,  Officers,  and  Companions  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  in 
the  Province  of  Ontario 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

This  report  covers  the  activities  of  the  Medical  Research  Committee  for  the  year  ending 
March2019.  Thirty  years  ago  at  the  125  th  Grand  Chapter  Convocation  held  on  April  1983, 
the  Release  a  Miracle  Fund  was  inaugurated  to  provide  funds  to  assist  in  medical  research. 
Its  first  recipient  was  the  Alzheimer's  Association  and  this  tradition  has  continued  every  year. 
To  date,  the  fund  stands  at  $931,  635.35  and  28  institutions  have  received  awards  totalling 
$845,000.00.  In  the  past  decade,  we  have  contributed  over  $200,000.00  to  the  Princess 
Margaret  Cancer  Foundation  for  prostate  cancer  research  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Neil 
Fleshner,  Head  of  the  Department  of  Urology,  University  of  Toronto.  We  have  on  display  a 
brochure  sent  by  the  Foundation  highlighting  Dr.  Fleshner's  groundbreaking  work  in  this 
field. 

This  year,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Alan  Walker,  past  Grand  First  Principal,  brought  to  the  Committee's 
attention  .the  need  for  increased  research  in  leukemia  following  the  death  of  his  wife  from 
this  devastating  disease.  Recently,  he  commissioned  a  painting  entitled  “Fall  Enchantment” 
by  Mary  Anne  Secord,  a  well-known  artist  in  Sudbury.  He  has  had  prints  of  this  painting 
made.  They  are  being  sold  for  auction  at  $1,000.00  each  and  the  funds  donated  to  our 
Committee.  So  far,  he  has  sold  4  of  these  prints. 

In  order  to  raise  more  funds,  we  launched  the  Release  A  Miracle  raffle  at  the  Fall  Grand 
Executive  Meeting.  We  have  been  very  fortunate  that  following  the  hard  work  of  the  District 
Grand  Superintendents  and  our  own  Committee,  we  were  able  to  sell  over  3,000  tickets. 
This  raffle  will  be  drawn  at  the  Grand  First  Principal's  banquet  on  April  12th  at  the  Grand 
Convocation  in  St.  Catherines,  Ontario. 

As  well  as  this,  we  made  an  appeal  at  the  Fall  Meeting  encouraging  companions  to  become 
members  of  the  Million  Dollar  Club  and  have  sent  information  to  the  Grand  Superintendents 
on  this  process.  We  are  very  close  to  achieving  our  target  of  $1,000,000.00.  However,  we 
have  only  received  6  applications  for  membership  this  year.  Hopefully,  this  number  will 
increase  next  year. 

In  order  to  find  suitable  candidates  who  will  be  able  to  perform  groundbreaking  research  in 
leukemia,  we  consulted  Dr.  Bradley  Wouters,  Vice  Chairman  of  Research,  Health  Network, 
University  of  Toronto.  He  recommended  Dr.  Robert  Kridel  and  Dr.  Steven  Chan,  both  Staff 
Physicians  and  Assistant  Professors,  Princess  Margaret  Cancer  Centre,  UHN,  Toronto. 
They  have  already  published  widely  and  are  involved  in  various  aspects  of  leukemia 
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research.  They  have  both  been  given  grants  of  $  1 8,000.00  each. 

On  the  recommendation  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Alan  Walker,  we  donated  $3 ,500.00  to  Dr.  Mitchell 
Sabloff,  Haemotologist,  Ottawa  Hospital  Foundation.  He  is  involved  in  clinical  trials  on 
new  treatments  for  leukemia. 

Our  final  recipient  is  Dr.  James  Masters,  Staff  Surgeon  and  Assistant  Professor,  Northern 
Ontario  School  of  Medicine,  Sudbury,  Ontario.  His  research  is  in  creating  a  database  for 
cardiothoracic  surgery  treatments  in  Northern  Ontario.  He  has  been  awarded  $1,500.00  to 
start  his  research.  Incidentally,  he  was  responsible  for  savmg  the  life  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Brian 
Van  Sickle  following  a  near  fatal  motorcycle  accident. 

I  thank  the  Grand  First  Principal  and  the  Council  for  the  opportunity  to  serve  as  chairman 
over  the  past  year.  It  has  been  an  experience  that  has  proven  both  educational  and  rewarding. 
And  I  ask  you  my  Companions  to  support  your  new  committee  and  chairman  in  their  efforts 
to  provide  monies  for  medical  research.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  CONDITION  OF  CAPITULAR 

MASONRY 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members  of  The  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions'. 

Firstly,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Grand  Superintendents  for  their  hard  work  in  the  past 
Masonic  year.  This  report  is  based  primarily  on  their  interim  and  final  reports  and  the  reports 
of  their  official  visits.  I  have  received  some  reporting  from  the  Grand  Superintendents  on  all 
of  the  83  Chapters  in  our  Jurisdiction.  The  following  statistics  are  based  on  these  reports;  the 
number  in  brackets  refers  to  the  number  of  Chapters. 

Finances.  The  financial  standing  is  rated:  Excellent  (27),  Good  (42),  Fair  (7)  and  Concerns 
(2).  It  has  been  noted  that  there  are  ten  (10)  Chapters  where  the  value  of  arrears  of  dues  is 
greater  that  $  1 ,000 .  Median  exaltation  fees  and  dues  are  $25  8  and  $90  respectively. 
Membership.  The  Median  membership  is  44.  Prospects  for  membership  are  rated:  Excellent 
(8),  Good  (50),  Fair  (18)  and  Concern  (5).  Several  Grand  Superintendents  report  that 
membership  is  the  main  issue  across  the  district,  that  there  is  a  need  for  follow  up  with 
members  who  have  stopped  attending  meetings,  and  that  there  is  a  need  for  a  renewal  effort 
with  the  Fervency  and  Zeal  program. 

Officers.  Prospects  for  officers  are  rated:  Excellent  (13),  Good  (53),  Fair  (12)  and  Concern 
(4).  It's  important  to  note  that  Chapters  rated  Fair  or  Concern  are  generally  having  problems 
filling  the  officer  chairs  due  to  lack  of  officers  or  memberships  being  overloaded  with  other 
commitments,  or  simply  are  experiencing  poor  leadership.  A  few  Chapters  are  experiencing 
difficulty  filling  in  the  very  importantposition  of  Scribe  E. 

Candidates.  The  prospects  for  candidates  are  rated:  Excellent  (9),  Good  (34),  Fair  (26)  and 
Concern  (13).  It's  important  to  note  that  35  Chapters  reported  that  they  had  no  MMM 
candidates  since  their  last  official  visit,  19  Chapters  had  one  candidate,  16  had  two 
candidates,  and  twelve  had  more  than  two.  Several  Grand  Superintendents  are  encouraging 
Chapters  to  attract  candidates  through  Fervency  and  Zeal  and  Master  Mason  night  programs. 
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Ritual.  The  ritual  is  based  on  questions  10, 11  &  12oftheofficialTGC19report,efficiencyof 
officers,  efficiency  of  Presiding  Officer  and  general  effectiveness  and  solemnity.  The  ratings 
are  Excellent  (17),  Good  (50),  Fair  (9)  and  Below  Standard  (2).  A  Few  Grand 
Superintendents  have  reported  that  they  believe  that  ritual  work  in  their  district  is  improving. 
Some  districts  are  pooling  resources  from  different  Chapters  when  conferring  degrees;  this  is 
having  some  success  in  improving  the  effectiveness  of  the  portrayal,  encouraging  visitation, 
and  increasing  harmony  in  the  district. 

Chapters  of  Concern.  I  have  identified  four  Chapters  of  particular  concern  and  which  I 
believe  some  action  should  be  undertaken: 

1.  Minnewana  Chapter  No. 78.  The  Chapter  experienced  several  meetings  without 
quorum,  an  official  visit  took  place,  but  no  degree  was  portrayed,  and  membership  and 
prospects  for  candidates  are  both  a  concern. 

2.  Manitou  Chapter  No.27.  Financial  standing,  and  prospects  for  membership, 
officers,  and  candidates  are  all  of  concern. 

3.  St.  John's  Chapter  No.48.  Financial  standing,  and  prospects  for  membership  and 
candidates  are  all  of  concern. 

4.  Golden  Chapter  No.90.  Chapter  has  yet  to  have  a  quorum  this  year. 
Recommendations. 

1 .  When  we  look  at  membership,  it's  as  important  to  look  at  loss  of  members  as  well 
as  new  members.  On  the  Official  Visit  (TGC 19)  report,  I  recommend  that  we  add:  “Number 
of  Members  lost  during  this  period”.  I  am  particularly  interested  in  the  number  of  demits  and 
believe  that  there  is  a  direct  correlation  between  demits  and  the  general  performance  of  a 
Chapter. 

2.  Those  Grand  Superintendents  that  have  held  Chapters  of  Instructions  have 
experienced  difficulties  in  getting  a  good  turnout  and  a  general  lack  of  enthusiasm.  A  more 
effective  approach  may  be  to  bring  instruction  into  the  individual  Chapter  meeting; 
education  nights,  etc.  I  recommend  that  Grand  Chapter  put  resources  in  place  to  provide 
more  “assistance  to  Chapters”  at  the  Grand  Chapter  level. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  thank  you,  the  Grand  First  Principal,  M.Ex.Comp.  George  Napper, 
and  the  Grand  Scribe  Ezra,  M.Ex.Comp.  Richard  Jackson  for  your  guidance  and  support  not 
only  to  myself,  but  also  to  the  Grand  Superintendents.

Ancient  Craft  Masons:  commence  their  era  with  the  creation  of  the  world, 
called  it  Anno  Lucius  (A.L.),  "In  the  year  of  Light,"  and  add  4000  to  the  common 
time,  thus  2000  plus  4000  equals  A.L.  6000.  Lodges  A.F.  &  A.M.  hold  Annual 
Communications 

Royal  Arch  Masons:  date  from  the  year  the  second  Temple  was  commenced  by 
Zerubbabell,  Anno  Inventionis  (A.L),  "In  the  year  of  Discovery,"  and  add  530  to 
the  common  time,  thus,  2000  plus  530  equals  A.L  2530.  Royal  Arch  Chapters 
hold  Annual  Convocations. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood:  dates  from  the  year  of  the  blessing  of  Abraham 
by  the  High  Priest  Melchizedek,  King  of  Salem,  Anno  Benedictionis  (A.B.)  "In 
the  year  of  Blessing,"  and  add  1913  to  the  common  time  thus,  2000  plus  1913 
equals,  A.B.  3  9 1 3  Councils  of  the  Anointed  High  Priests  hold  Conventions. 

Royal  and  Select  Masters:  dates  from  the  year  in  which  the  Temple  of  Solomon 
was  completed,  Anno  Depositionis  (A.D.),  "In  the  year  of  the  Deposit,"  and  adds 
1,000  to  the  common  time,  thus,  2000  plus  1,000  equals  A.D.  3000.  Councils  of 
Royal  &  Select  Masters,  hold  Assemblies. 

Knights  Templar:  commence  their  era  with  the  organization  of  the  Order,  Anno 
Ordinis  (A.O.),  "In  the  year  of  the  Order,"  and  deduct  1,118  from  the  common 
time,  thus,  2000  less  1,118  equals  A.O.  882.  Preceptories  of  Knight  Templars 
holdAssemblies. 

Scottish  Rite:  date  same  as  Ancient  Craft,  except  the  use  of  the  Jewish 
chronology,  Anno  Mundi  (A.M.),  In  the  year  of  the  World,"  and  add  3,760  to  the 
common  time,  thus,  2000  plus  3,760  equals  A.M.,  5760.  After  each  September 
add  another  year,  Consistories  of  Ancient  &  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  hold 
Rendezvous  or  Reunions.
